Cumming 
desires to announce that the “Na- 
tional Health Service” which ad- 
vertises, and sells, a “Health Book,” 
has no connection whatever with the 
Public Health Service, and insofar as 
can be learned, with no branch of 
the government. 

It should be definitely understood 
that the Public Health Service does 
not indorse this self-styled “National 
Health Service” or its books. 

This announcement seems necessary 
in fairness to the general public.

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Tuberculosis Fight Needs $5,300,000 In 1926

The gross income from the 
last seal sale was $4,517,000, 
but it will be necessary to 
raise at least $5,300,000 
through the 1925 seal sale to 
finance tuberculosis work in 
the 48 States during 1926. 
These figures will provide only 
a slight increase in funds in 
each state. 

The state associations have 
already ordered Christmas 
seals and other supplies need- 
ed to secure a substantial gain 
in funds, and are making good 
progress with preliminary 
work leading up to the cam- 
paign. But the only commu- 
nities that will have a fair 
share of this fund in 1926 will 
be those that use the next six 
weeks to lay the foundations 
for a successful seal sale. Last 
year, hundreds of communi- 
ties in different parts of the 
country secured from seven 
to ten cents per capita and a 
smaller number collected from 
12 to 19 cents per capita. 
These records seem to show 
that it is usually possible to 
secure a large return in com- 
munities where it is known 
that the money is actually 
needed for good constructive 
health work, and where the 
local leaders organize the 
community and use'the proper 
selling and publicity methods. 
_ Now is the appointed time 
for you to decide the status of 
your tuberculosis program for 
1926. Any improvements 
which should be made in your 
plans to combat tuberculosis 
will depend very largely upon 
the way in which you prepare 


for the forthcoming seal sale. 

Probably the first essential is to 
have a definite sum in mind as an 
objective. This is very important. 
When a hospital, Y. M. C. A. or 
other local enterprise appeals for 
funds, you will recall that wide pub- 
licity is always given to the amount 
needed. One reason for this is that 
public confidence is always stimulated 
when the leaders know what they 
want and are able to publish convinc- 
ing reasons for appealing for a definite 
sum. 

As applied to the seal sale, this prin- 
ciple is of the utmost importance. It 
is the only way by which it is possible 
for local leaders to anticipate how to 
use the proper campaign methods for 
raising the amount needed. Whether 
your target is a few hundred or sev- 
eral thousand dollars it is important 
to know what methods you should 
use to secure the money. For instance, 
how much should you attempt to raise 
by personal solicitation? This ques- 
tion calls for thought as to the num- 
ber of volunteers needed. How much 
should the mail sale produce? If this 
method is employed it is necessary to 
have at least three names on your 
mailing list for every dollar to be 
raised. This is a safe formula, unless 
you have been developing your list 
for several years past. Next, you will 
wish to consider how much you 
should secure through the booth sale. 
Here again thought should be given 
to the problem of securing suitable 
workers and the location of booths. 
Then comes the sale by school chil- 
dren—not a good method except to 
glean small sums after the work of 
adults is finished. 

It is not feasible here to suggest a 
community plan of campaign, because 
there is such a great difference in the 
types of community organizations, 
but we may at least jot down a few 
ideas which may be helpful. 

1. Develop a working schedule in 
which such items as the following are 
listed in the proper chronological 
order in which the work should be 
done. 


2. Carefully 


read the campaign 


manuals containing suggestions for 
list - building, selling methods and 
publicity; then add to your working 
schedule the ideas you wish to use. 

3. Prepare a brief effective outline 
of the work accomplished with funds 
secured through the previous seal sale. 

4. Work out a tentative program 
and budget for 1926. This should 
be described as a series of projects 
representing the proposed work of 
your Association. 

5. Adopt a definite financial ob- 
jective for the 1925 seal sale, allow- 
ing sufficient margin for safety to 
cover campaign expenses and funds 
to apply towards the budgets of the 
state and national associations. 

6. Be sure you have a good list of 
prospective contributors. This is an 
item of work which requires a great 
deal of advance preparation and the 
careful consideration of suggestions in 
the Manual for classifying your list 
to secure 4n increase in the number of 
larger subscriptions. Nothing will 
contribute more to your success than 
the development of a good list. 

7. Be sure all circular and special

Tuberculosis Conference at 
Chautauqua 


A new sort of tuberculosis confer- 
ence was inaugurated at Chautauqua, 
New York, July 27 and 28, 1925. 
The subject was what each state 
should know about tuberculosis, and 
it was approached from the statistical 
angle. Several of the North Eastern 
state secretaries met there with Miss 


Whitney of the National staff to dis- 
cuss statistical material available 
which might be brought together to 
tell the tuberculosis siuation in each 
state. 

Miss Whitney presented each of 
the secretaries with a set of eighteen 
table forms which, if filled in from 
statistics available at the present time, 
would be sufficient to give the entire 
picture. A discussion of the sources 


of these figures and the difficulties en- 
countered in compiling them fol- 
lowed. 

The conference lasted a day and a 
half and the secretaries present ex- 
pressed themselves as well pleased 
with what had been accomplished. 

It is to be hoped that other groups 
of state secretaries may wish to get 
together in a similar way and adopt 
more or less this plan of getting statis- 
tical material. In time, it might be 
possible to build up a comparable 
statistical foundation for tuberculosis 
work in each state. 


Marion Co. Association 
Awards Prize for Mail 
Sale Letter 


The following draft of a mail sale 
letter written by Walter Greenough, 
publicity director of the Marion Tu- 
berculosis Association of Indianapolis, 
won the first prize of $50 in a com- 
petition conducted by the National 
Association for the best mail sale let- 
ters dealing with the Christmas seal. 
Mr. Greenough is also secretary of 
the Indiana Literary League and an 
author whose articles and poems have 
appeared in leading magazines.

“Generously have you bought Seals 
in other years. And generously have 
the Seals returned their cost, thou- 
sandfold, to all of us.

Seals—at $1 a hundred—cost so 
little-—-save so much. Just send a 
bill, or a check made payable to 
Mrs. , Treasurer, in 
the envelope. You may wish to help 
in a larger way. The gratitude of our 
sick will be yours Christmas morn- 
ing. If you cannot buy the Seals, 
will you sell them for us or return 
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them, please? We are held account- 
able. 

“Four thousand sufferers, in Marion 
County, are awaiting your response. 
Their thanks are yours—and we are 
very grateful.

The second prize, $25, was 
awarded to Mrs. L. M. Niblett of 
the Shelby County Tuberculosis So- 
- ciety, Memphis, Tenn. Her letter 
follows: 

“My dear Mr. Smith: 

“Soon the Christmas Candles will 
be lighted and warmth and cheer will 
shine forth. But there are some 
whose cheer will be dimmed by sick- 
ness. 

“Look at the candles on our Christ- 
mas Seal! The light of the candles 
is typical of knowledge and truth and 
service. The Seals will go forth by 
means of your letters and packages to 
tell the world to help. Our nurses, 
by their service, will carry knowledge 
and truth. ;

In Memoriam 


Miss Garnet Isabel Pelton, execu- 
tive secretary of the Colorado Tuber- 
culosis Association, died in Denver on 
June 15, 1925, from a recurrence of 
tuberculosis that lasted only a few 
weeks. 

Miss Pelton was born in Dedham, 
Mass., and was graduated from Wel- 
lesley College in 1897. She studied 
medicine at Johns Hopkins, and in 
1903 was graduated as a nurse from 
the Massachusetts General Hospital. 
In 1905 Dr. Richard C. Cabot se- 
lected Miss Pelton as his pioneer 
worker in the newly organized hos- 
pital social service at the Massachu- 
setts General Hospital. Her enthu- 
siasm and her exceptional training 
made her work there invaluable. Her 
strength, however, became too greatly 
taxed and in 1906 she developed tu- 
berculosis. For eleven years she was 
forced to be comparatively inactive 
and although she devoted time to study 
she could not do any regular work. 

In 1917, Miss Pelton was sent to 
Denver. She was so ill at the time 
that it was felt she could never en- 
dure the journey. Yet her courage 
and buoyancy of spirit, combined with 
the care she received there, resulted 
in her becoming an arrested case, so 
that during the war she was able to 
assist in Red Cross work. 

When the Denver Tuberculosis 
Association was organized in 1919 
Miss Pelton became its first secretary. 
Through her endeavors a progressive 
campaign was carried on and her 
work became recognized nationally. 

At a critical period in the history 
of the Colorado Tuberculosis Asso- 
ciation, 1921, she became its execu- 
tive secretary and undertook the state 
health problems with her usual ability 
and spirit of true leadership. During 
her four years there the work has 
grown remarkably. Although at first 
greatly handicapped by limited funds, 
she planned the seal sale organization 
so well that the people of Colorado 
have been more and more willing to 
support her program. 

Miss Pelton, realizing that she was 
too ill to continue her work, resigned 
last spring, the resignation to take ef- 
fect July first. Her loss is felt not 
only by those with whom she worked 
in her own state, but she will also be 
mourned by the many friends she had 
made among the tuberculosis workers 
of the country.

A specialist in the diagnosis of in- 
cipient tuberculosis is to be employed, 
whose services will be available as 
consultant and medical examiner in 
every county of the state on the re- 
quest of county medical societies and 
anti-tuberculosis agencies affiliated 
with the state tuberculosis association. 
During the past six months surveys 
have been made and _ educational 
health programs have been demon- 
strated in ten counties in West Vir- 
ginia by public health nurses asso- 
ciated with the association. During 
the next six months similar programs 
are contemplated for eight other coun- 
ties.

Union Published 


The Transactions of the Fourth

Maine Founds “Three- 
Quarter Century 
Club” 


The Three-Quarter Century Club, 
with membership composed of men 
and women who have achieved or 
passed the 75-year mark, has been 
formed in Maine at the suggestion of 
the Maine Public Health Association. 
A membership of 14,717 has so far 
been listed for the club. 

A recent statistical study revealed 
that Maine has a lower tuberculosis 
death rate than any state east of the 
Mississippi and south of the Great 
Lakes, and that the death rate from 
all causes at all ages from birth to 
the age of 65 is lower than the cor- 
responding figures for the registration 
area. In order to demonstrate that 
“folks live longer in Maine” the 
Three-Quarter Century Club, sup- 
ported by the governor, chambers of 
commerce, Kiwanis and Rotary clubs, 
and many prominent citizens, was or- 
ganized. 

The governor donated a state flag 
to the city or town which enrolled the 
largest number of members in propor- 
tion to the population. The Maine 
Public Health Association provided 
certificates of charter membership to 
all enrolled during the census, and 
presented gold medals to the cen- 
tenarians. To every member above 
the age of 75 who attended the first 
meeting of the Club, the association 
gave a registration badge in the shape 
of the state of Maine. Those who 
were less than 75 received a guest 
card similar to the registration badge. 

Following the census, the associa- 
tion called a meeting for the purpose 
of perfecting the permanent organiza- 
tion of the club. Auto caravans fur- 
nished by Kiwanis, Rotary and 
chamber of commerce organizations 
brought the pioneers to Augusta for 
the meeting, and more than 1,000 
“Three-Quarter Century” citizens 
with their families came for the event, 
the news of which was spread by 
newspapers and motion-picture week- 
lies. Rear Admiral W. W. Kimball 
was elected president. 

A reception, picnic and dance given 
by the governor followed the found- 
ing of this unique club at which many 
members demonstrated that they were 
still “fit,” by dancing old-time round 
dances and lustily singing the songs

Newspaper 


An abstract from an address delivered by Verne Marshall, editor of “The 
Gazette,’ Cedar Rapids, Ia. 


If I were not too modest to accept 
at face value everything said to me 
by health workers I would believe 
that the newspaper man does more 
educational work than anyone else in 
his community. I do believe, how- 
ever, that the newspaper really serves 
a good cause in a substantial way and 
that the increasing attention given to 
preventive health by the press is ac- 
tually the means of saving many 
human lives. Just merely to get 
people to think about their health 
helps somewhat. A thorough medical 
examination taken in time may add a 
number of years to the life of some 
useful citizen. A bit of advice to an 
expectant mother may save two lives. 

More and more the newspapers are 
giving attention to health matters. 
No paper now feels it is completely 
serving the public unless it has a 
health column of some sort. The pa- 
pers themselves have led the public in 
its thinking to a great extent, by em- 
phasizing the news value of health 
matters such as medical discoveries, 
statements of experts in regard to the 
rules of health, etc. If every news- 
paper reader read his newspaper thor- 
oughly and then followed the advice 
he reads, sickness in the community 
could be cut in two. 

The service of a newspaper sought 
at the time of a health campaign, such 
as the Christmas seal sale, is indirect 
inasmuch as its publicity helps the 
campaign and the campaign funds are 
later converted into health work that 
helps the community. Of course the 
campaign news in itself has an edu- 
cational value. 

As for its financial value any state 
or national organization has in its 
files abundant proof that the better 
the publicity the better the financial 
returns in almost any given commu- 
nity. 

However, I think the most valu- 
able service along health lines ren- 
dered by the press is the recurrent at- 
tention throughout the year, which a 
good newspaper gives to health sub- 
jects, both in its news columns and 
editorially. An educational move- 


ment such as that*in which you are 
engaged depends not so much upon a 
single effort or single time in the year 
as upon constant reiteration and vari- 
ations of the same great truths. Any 
advertiser recognizes this principle. 

Newspapers as a whole are inter- 
ested in public health and are very 
glad to publish health material when 
it is news. Editors are human beings 
and they enjoy publishing healthful 
and hopeful things. ‘They have to 
publish crimes, but they do not do it 
because they enjoy criminal literature. 
They do it because it is news and the 
public demands news. Crimes make 
the first page because they are un- 
usual—the majority of people are not 
criminals. Anything that is unusual 
is news. An event or a fact or a 
statement relating to public health 
that is unusual is news, and if it is 
newsy enough it will make the first 
page. 

Newspapers cannot publish propa- 
ganda for obvious reasons. A great 
many people interested in public wel- 
fare do not understand this and won- 
der why their material does not get 
by. Sometimes @ little propaganda 
does pry itself into print in the form 
of an interview, but the news feature 
is in the fact that somebody of promi- 
nence said it rather than in the state- 
ment itself. 

Mr. Marshall continued with a 
practical discussion of what consti- 
tutes news from the health worker’s 
«standpoint. He mentioned meetings 
of county health associations, elections 
of officers, special pieces of work 
planned or inaugurated. He said that 
a newspaper likes.to use the names of 
people because its readers like to see 
names. Fundamentally human _ be- 
ings are more interested in personali- 
ties than in principles. 

We usually think that news is 
news when it happens, but a more 
correct statement is news is news 
when it first begins to become known. 
If an event becomes known at once it 
will cease to be néws within twenty- 
four hours. News, like germs ex- 
posed to sunlight, loses its news value 


"very quickly. 
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However, an event 
may have happened thousands of 
years ago and still become news to- 
day if it is discovered to-day. The 
story of King Tut, although several 
thousand years old, had no difficulty 
in making the first page for many 
days recently.

letters to be used in connection with 
your list are written and available 
for use as needed. 

8. Check up your supplies and be 
sure you have enough cards for listing 


prospective contributors, Christmas . 


seals, posters, letterheads, etc. 

9. Now is the time to begin early 
missionary work to secure leaders for 
personal solicitation and the booth 


sale. 


10. Try to work out a consistent 
plan for publicity. Make every pos- 
sible effort to popularize tuberculosis 
work in your community. The value 
of your lists will depend very largely 
upon the kind of publicity you secure. 

Don’t pay too much attention to 
your previous records in the seal sale. 
Remember that the history of the 
Christmas seal sale for the past 
eighteen years is filled with the rec- 
ords of communities that have been 
steadily gaining in financial returns. 
Some of them have climbed from one 
or two cents to 15 and 19 cents per 
capita. In many cases this represents 
an increase from a few hundred to 
several thousand dollars. Local lead- 
ers in such places knew they could 
use larger sums each year to save the 
lives of local people and the records 
clearly show that they have done it. 


Prize for Film Title 


A prize of $25 was awarded for 
the title “Arrested,” to a motion pic- 
ture produced by the Hennepin 
County Tuberculosis Association, fea- 
turing Glen Lake Sanatorium. The 
film was shown for the first time in 
Minneapolis during the National 
Association’s annual meeting. 

The second prize was a 98-pound 
sack of flour, for the title, “Well, 
why not?” 
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Film on X-ray in Tuber- 
culosis 

A technical film on tuberculosis in- 
tended for the Use of physicians and 
medical students, has been produced 
by Dr. Lewis Gregory Cole of New 
York, specialist in roentgenology. 

The object of the film is to correla- 
late the pathological and roentgenol- 
ogical findings, and to emphasize the 
fact that the X-ray diagnosis must 
be based on sound pathological data, 
and interpreted in terms of pathology. 
It depicts the anatomy and histology 
of the lungs and the pathogenesis of 
pulmonary tuberculosis, and is based 
on data derived from various national 
and international authorities; the 
gross anatomy from Gray, Morris and 
Sabotta ; the minute anatomy and histo- 
logy from Miller, the pathology from 
the various works of the late Francis 
Delafield and cell proliferation. 

The Roentgen diagnosis and classi- 
fication is based on an original article 
by Dr. Cole, published in the Journal 
of American Medical Science, in 
which the X-ray findings are inter- 
preted in familiar terms of pathology. 

A “checker-board” chart for re- 
cording the X-ray findings aids mate- 
rially in determining the clinical sig- 
nificance of the findings, and the pro- 
gnosis of the case. 

The final scene of the film is a 
dramatic reproduction of a large 
number of roentgenograms made at 
frequent intervals, showing the prog- 
ress of a case of pulmonary tubercu- 
losis from an early stage until death. 

Several members of the staff of the 
National Tuberculosis Association 
have viewed the film and consider it 
of high educational value, and a fine 
production from the standpoint of 
film technique. Inquiries regarding 
the picture should be addressed to 
American Medical Films, Inc., 350 
Madison Avenue, New York City.

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Massachusetts Methods in 
Health Education 


The following excerpt from the 
annual report of the Educational Sec- 
retary of the Massachusetts Tubercu- 
losis League contains valuable sugges- 
tions for constructive work in health 
education for other health workers 
and teachers. The’ report is contained 
in full in the May-June 1925 issue of 
the Massachusetts Health Journal 
published by the League. 


“It is encouraging that we have so 
broadened our field of health education 
that the Health Crusade is by no means 
the only health educational activity of our 
organization; it is only one. We as a 
tuberculosis organization stand ready to 
endorse, support, stimulate all kinds of 
health programs if they are successful in 
reducing malnutrition, decreasing mental 
retardation, establishing health habits 
which really result in daily health living. 
We pause at the if—for we have a right 
to challenge any health program which 
does not develop individual responsibility, 
stimulate the child’s interest, establish 
through that child’s interest a real bul- 
wark of resistance with a foundation of 
health habits. 

“With this in mind, one activity of the 
Educational Department has aimed at a 
little study of the health programs of 
some of our city schools. This is not fin- 
ished, but several things are obvious. In 
many instances there are health activities 
possibly, but no health habit program; 
there may be some kind of health pro- 
gram but no individual application of it 
to daily life, no way of measuring re- 
sults, no evidence that the program has 
resulted in better daily living in a finer, 
stronger child. The hygiene field in some 
schools still consists of reading lessons 
from our old friend the text-book. It has 
been interesting to note that friendly 
questions about the schedule, curriculum 
or program have stimulated thought, and 
have led to a general survey of the indi- 
vidual health program. In one instance, 
a principal who gave the impression that 
a well-regulated health program could be 
claimed by his school started a tour of 
twelve rooms; his questions brought forth 
the fact that ia most instances practically 
‘nothing was being done in health habit 
work. This tour left a challenge in its 
wake, 

“We have realized for some time that 
our main line of attack lies with the 
teacher and the young teacher-to-be—the 
prospective teacher in the normal schools 
is even more important. It has already 
been reported that visits have been made 
to normal schools with an opportunity to 
tell the students our story. Interesting re- 
sponses from this have been indicated by 
friendly contacts, requests for all kinds of 
material from our office, and the Crusade 
has been used in some grades of the prac- 
tice school in four of our normal schools. 
In one normal school the seniors have de- 
veloped a whole project with the children 
along the lines of the Crusade. .. . 


“In order that more definite informa- 
tion might be obtained regarding the type 
of health education program in normal 
schools, permission was requested and 
granted to send a questionnaire to the 
hygiene department of each school. All 
these questionnaires were returned and 
contained interesting information.”

Report of Louisville Survey 
Published 


A report on the hospital and health 
survey of Louisville, Ky., by Dr. 
Haven Emerson and Miss Anna C. 
Phillips has recently been published 
by the community chest of that city. 
This volume of 175 pages is an ex- 
cellent study of the city’s resources 
as well as of its deficiencies. We rec- 
ommend it for careful consideration, 
particularly by tuberculosis executives 
in large cities. The report deals 
principally with the services for 
health and its protection and the ser- 
vices for the sick. Under the first 


heading are grouped the activities of 
the department of health and the 
health services rendered by other 
agencies. Under the second heading 
are grouped the activities of the gen- 
eral and special hospitals, convales- 
cent homes, dispensaries, nursing and 
hospital social service agencies. Rec- 
ommendations are worked out in the 
form of policies for the city and 
county administration for the com- 
munity chest and for the department 
of health.
